Bluefields, Nicaragua, October SI, 1901. 

Sir : I have to make the following report of the conditions and trans- 
actions at this port during the week ended October 31, 1901 : 

Population, according to census of 1894, 3,000 ; present officially esti- 
mated population, 4,000. Number of cases and deaths from yellow fever 
during the week, none ; number of cases and deaths from smallpox dur- 
ing the week, none; number of cases and deaths from typhus fever 
during the week, none ; number of cases and deaths from cholera during 
the week, none ; number of cases and deaths from plague during the 
week, none ; number of deaths from other causes during the week, 5. 
Prevailing diseases, mild type of malarial fever and pulmonary diseases. 
General sanitary condition of this port and the surrounding country 
during the week, fairly good. The 5 deaths hereinabove noted were 
due, respectively, to malarial fever, pulmonary tuberculosis (2), valvu- 
lar disease of the heart, and a stillbirth. 

Bills of health were issued to the following vessels : October 24, steam- 
ship Condor; crew, 19 ; passengers from this port, none ; passengers in 
transit, none ; pieces of baggage disinfected, none. October 27, steam- 
ship George W. Kelley; crew, 18; passengers from this port, 5; passen- 
gers in transit, none ; pieces of baggage disinfected, 3.

Sir : I have the honor to transmit herewith my supplemental report 
of transactions at this port from September 16, 1901, to and including 
October 31, 1901: Number of persons vaccinated, none; number of 
vessels inspected, 11 ; number of crew inspected, 213 ; number of pas- 
sengers inspected, 43 ; number of pieces of baggage inspected, 53 ; num- 
ber of pieces of baggage disinfected, 53. These vessels, without excep- 
tion, were fruit carriers from this port to New Orleans, La. Prom 
September 15, 1901, to October 3, 1901, inclusive, there have been 26 
deaths at this port and in its immediate vicinity ; none due to contagious 
or infectious disease, but mainly the result of malarial fever and gastro- 
intestinal disorders.
